The bill of rights of the Soviet constitution also provides other 
guarantees which are absent in our constitution; Thus, article 118 
guarantees citizens of the USSR the right to work and guaranteed em- 
ployment. Article 119 provides the right to rest ahd leisure. Article 
120 provides the right to maintenance in old age and also in case of 
sickness or disability. Article 121 provides the right \ to education. - 
is to women in all spl of life.
